Optimism For Hard Times 


NY attempt to conceal or to exaggerate the extent of unem- 


ployment would be a disservice to thc nation. For the first 


time the federal government, is seriously considering measures 
to counteract unemployment. Secretary Hoover and the con- 
ference to be called by President Harding face a prospect diffi- 
cult enough at best. They cannot expect success if under thc 
suggestion of Pollyanna politicians the impression is spread that 
a few million idle workers are not really in need. Deception of 
this variety is poor politics and worse economics. 


For that reason Secretary Davis's attempt to minimize the 


gravity of unemployment is to be regretted. His statement that 
conditions were worse in 1914 may and may not be true. Cer- 
tainly there is no statistical basis for asserting that seven mil- 
lions were idle in 1914, as compared with less than six million 
now. 
The United States Employment Service, thru which the 


recent figures were assembled, did not exist in 1914. 


Estimates were made seven yars ago by a number uf state 1 


labor commissions and by the federal bureau of labor statistics 
for a definite number of trades. But no national reckoning was 
made, and no standard of comparison exists between thc years 
1921 and 1914. 
Secretary Davis might with equal reasonable- 


ness have announced that ten million workers were idle in 1914. 
Nobody counted 1he numbers, and in absence of knowledge any 
kind of pronouncement will serve as propaganda. 


In contrast with his superficial optimism, built on statistics 


which do not exist, the secretary of labor did point to a real 
ground of relief.
